These seed killing organisms are fungi. They gen- 
erally enter the seed while it is germinating. Many 
seeds have little cracks or breaks in the seed coat 
caused during harvesting. The ‘disease enters 
through these cracks or through the opening in 
seeds at the place where they were attached to the 
plant. They live off seed like a tiny mushroom until 
the seed exhausts its life. The seed then dies and 
rots.

Alfalfa prefers a well drained sweet soil. If a test 
shows it to be acid we recommend liming as far in ad- 
vance of seeding as possible. Seedings may be made 
either in the spring or in the fall. Prepare a good seed 
bed, but do not sow on a loose seed bed. It is best to 
have it fine on top, well settled underneath. Do not 
eover over half inch deep. ‘If possible roll it. Rolling 
oftentimes makes the difference between success and 
failure in getting a stand. You could use a light nurse 
crop in the spring but avoid a heavy one. In using 
Gro-Coated Brand seed inoculate just prior to seeding.

Generally Makes Hay the First Year 


While the sweet clover is used principally 
for soil improvement and for pasture it also 
will make good hay, especially the first year. 
It should be cut early enough in the fall so 
that the growth can come on to make good 
production before winter sets in or cut it 
with a fairly high stubble. The feeding 
value of sweet clover hay, especially the first 
year’s crop, is very good. It should be well 
cured so that it does not become moldy, Tf 
you wish hay in the second year be sure to 
cut it with a high stubble. The second crop 
from sweet clover, in the second year of its 
growth, comes up from the stubble and not 
from a crown like alfalfa. If you cut sweet 
clover close to the ground in the second year 
of its growth you will generally kill it out. 
If it is cut for hay in the second year, cut 
it about the time the bloom buds begin to 
show up.
